BREWERS AND WEALTH.

Urofitin the Buasiness in England ns
Well ns i the United Stntes.
Firm the Bun,

It is popularly supposed that more
iwer I8 made, drunk, e¢xported from
nnd kept on hand in Germany than in
any other conntry n the world, but the
latest 'gures show that In respeot to
the volume of beer manufactured and
sold Great DBritain rather than Qer-
many stands firet, and it &appenrs, too,
that the profits from the hréwing busl-
ness wre greater In England than in
Cermany. A stitement recently pub-
lished nmong the mortuary statistics of
England ehowed that the total amount
of personal estate disposed of In feven
vears by the wills of 119 English Lbrew-
ers Wi £10,048.807, with an average of

(167,637 each, In other words, the av-
erage estate of these brewers was 2800, .
00b, Hoes brewers in England, as I8

the case in the United States, too, are,
a8 a rule, wealthy men, and some of
them mre very wealthy, as the record
of their investments, benefactions and
expenditures atiests very clearly,

The reason for thig opulence, if it
may be so deseribed, s dot, however,
to be found In the fact that beer hrew-
ing of itself |s particularly profitahle,
but Is due to causes which In €reat
Britain, as in the United States, arc
exceptional. A majority of the veter-
an English brewers, as of the Ameri-
vans, are men who thirty or forty years
ugo began work in o small way as
brewery workmen, and afterward
achieved distinotion as the heads of
small cencerns. Beginndng about ten
years ago in Fngland and the United
Btoates, the business of brewing ale,
porter, and lager beer began to he con-
solidated and little by litle the smaller
roncerns were absorbed or abandoned,
the output of the larger concerns was
Increaged, and in & great many cases
the former brewery frms were suc-
ceeded by stock companies, the capital-
lzation of which was based to a con-
sldemble extent on “the good will of
the conoern.” This good will, the -
sults of many years of labor and of
advertising, was turned Inito cash, and
the hrewers were thereby enriched or

became possessed of cash resources
which men In other Nnes of trade and
munufacture hed represented chielly
In mnaterinl, stock, effects, or roal es.

There wis anproximately 20,000 brew-
eries in the United Kingdom, and the
proat majority of them mre small con-
cern#. In the United States there are,
approximately, 2,000 hreweries, nany of
them large concerns, but the number
I decreasing every year, notwithstand-
ing the Increase In the sale of beer,
which (8 now come to be regarded as
“the nationnl drink" in  the Unlted
Etates, as it is already In Qermany.
In England the consumption of spirits

Egypt Not the Only Land Where the

Hen Ontnumber the Women.
From the Sun.

The London Post hag lutely called 111-

tention to the statement that Egypt is
to enjoy the singular distinction of he- |

Ing the one country in the world whero |

men excecd women in number, By the
latest census the male sex In the do-
minjons of the Khedive excesds the
female by 180,000, This alleged distine-
tion of Egypt lacks, however, the Im-
feature of being #sccurate.
Egypt Is not the only country in which
women are outnumbered by men: thera
are others—several others—anid in the
number of these are the United States,
By the census of 1800 there wore in this
country 1,618,610 more male than female
inhabitants, In Australla the dlspar-
ity between the sexes Is even greater
than it 1s here, Nor can this prepon-
derance of men be ascribed to the com-
paratively recent settlement of the
United States and of Australla, for In
Italy men outnumber women, and Ly
the last Italian census there was an
excess of male over female Inhabltants
In the proportion of 50.20 to 40.80. Nor
is Italy the only BEurcopean country in
which this disparity 18 to be found., In
Greete the percentage of male jnhab-
itants {8 higher even than it 1s {n Italy,
and sgo it |s, too, In Servia and Rou-
manla,

In all the South American countries,
with the exception of Chill and Vene-
zuela, men outnumber the women, and
this is particularly the case In Brazil
and in the Argentine Republlic, In
England’'s South African colonles, in
Indis, and In Canada, as well as in
K [l t, the number of male inhabitants
exXceeds the number of female Inhabi-
tants, and it is not easy, therefore, to
#ee how such an error should haye been
made as to say Egypt wus entitled Lo
the digtinction claimed for jt, provided,
always, that an excesa of male PHpU-
lation may be regarded as o distine-
tion, which most certainly every gpal-
lant and chlvalrous man must unqualii-
fledly deny. Egypt's claim to any par-
ticular prominence in this matter ja
based on a very slender foundation at
host. By the cenrus previons to the
last one It was shown that the total
number of male inhabitants was
102,000 and the number female
habitants was 23,416,000, In a
tion, therefore, of nearly
excess of female Inhablitants at that
time was 14,000, and I since then the
gcale has been turned slightly and now
shows a emall preponderance of men,
there |s certainly nothing in it which
particularly calls for any great dem-
onstration of surprise.

AUTOBIOGRAPILY OF
James Whitcomb Riley "ells the Sad

tory ol His Life,

James Whiteorab Riley, the quaint
geénius of the "“Hoosler State," onee
wrote a brief blography of himself, and
thig Is his story: *“The father of young
Riley wus o lawyer of large practice,
who used, in moments of deep thought,
to regard this hoy as the worst case he
ever had. This may have been the rea-
#on that, in time, heé inslsted on his
reading law, which the boy really tried
to do; but, inding that politleal econ-
omy and Blackstone did not rhyme, he
#lid out of the office one hot, sultry
afterncon and ran away with a patent
medicine and concert wagon, from the
tall end of which he was discovered by
some relative of his in the next town
violently abusing a bass drum. This
was a proud moment for the boy; nor
did his pecullar presence of mind en-
tirely desert him until all the county
falrs were over for the season. Then,
afar off, among strangers In a strange
state, ha thought It would be fine to
make a fying visit home, But he
couldn't fly, Fortunately, In former
years, he hand purloined seme knowl.
edge of a trade. He could paint & sign

He made friends, and money, too—
enough, at last, Yo gratify the highest
ambitlon of Lis life, namely, o own an
overcogat with fur around the tall of it
He then groped his way back home,
and worked for nothing on &4 lttle
country paper that did not long sur-
vive the blow. Agaln excusing him-
Belf, he took hig Eappy paragraphs and
poetry to another paper and another
town, and there did "better, till he
spolled It all by devising & Poes-poem
fraud by which he lost his job; and,
In disgrace and humilistion shoe-mouth
deep, his feellngs gave way beneath his
foet, and his henrt broke with s loud
report.
